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WORLD  RED  MEAT  PRODUCTION 
INCREASES  SINCE  I96O 


World  production  of  red  meats  has  increased  steadily  over  the  past  7  years  from 
102  billion  pounds  in  I960  to  its  present  1970  level  of  136  billion  pounds. 
During  this  period  beef  production  has  increased  kO  percent;  pork,  30  percent; 
mutton,  lamb,  and  goat  meat,  13  percent;  and  horse  meat  fell  20  percent.  Since 
i960,  beef  and  veal  has  increased  its  share  of  total  red  meat  production  from 
51  to  5^  percent.     Pork  has  declined  from  39  to  38  percent;  mutton  and  lamb  and 
goat  meat,  from  9  to  8  percent;  and  horse  meat,  from  1  percent  of  total  red 
meat  production  to  less  than  half  of  1  percent. 

Beef  production  in  the  1970 's  is  expected  to  continue  to  increase,  but  the  rate 
of  expansion  vill  likely  be  much  less  than  the  h  percent  average  annual  gain  of 
the  1960's.     The  current  expansion  in  world  pork  production  is  expected  to  con- 
tinue at  least  through  1971  and  for  the  decade  as  a  whole  vill  probably  be 
above  I96O  levels.    WoJ^ld  mutton,  lamb,  and  goat  meat  production  appears  to 
have  stabilized  at  around  10  billion  pounds  annually.     Further  declines  in 
horse  meat  production  are  anticipated. 

Beef  and  veal 

World  production  has  expanded  steadily  over  the  past  11  years  to  reach  a  high 
of  73  billion  pounds  in  1970 — up  almost  0.9  percent  from  a  year  earlier.  This 
annual  percentage  gain  was  the  smallest  recorded  for  the  period  and  was  largely 
due  to  production  declines  in  Argentina  and  Brazil. 

In  Argentina  beef  production  at  5-7  billion  pounds  was  about  0.6  billion  under 
the  record  high  of  I969.     The  decline  in  Argentine  production  was  due  to  the 
record  slaughter  of  1969  which  depleted  cattle  numbers  and  to  the  low  cattle 
prices  which  prevailed  prior  to  1970  causing  some  ranchers  to  turn  to  more 
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profitable  ciiltivated  crops. 


In  Brazil  production  dropped  from  ^.0  billion  pounds  m  I969  to  3.6  billion  in 
1970.     The  10  percent  decline  vas  caused  by  fewer  fat  cattle  supplies  and 
government  measures  restricting  slaughter  rates. 

Argentina  and  Brazil  rank  fourth  and  fifth,  respectively,  as  world  beef  pro- 
ducers, the  other  major  rvod.c-rs,  in  order  of  importance,  are  the  United 
States,   the  USSR,   and  "ne  EC, 

Production  in  tha  United  States  has  risen  almost  steadily  over  the  past  11 
years  from  the  I96O  level  of  15-9  billion  pounds  to  the  present  high  of  22.3 
billion. 

In  the  USSR  production  dropped  sharply  in  I96I — to  about  6  billion  pounds— but 
recovered  in  I962  and  for  the  last  three  years  has  averaged  around  11  billion 
pounds  annually. 

Beef  and  veal  production  in  the  EC  totaled  about  7-^  billion  pounds  in  I96O 
and,  vith  only  a  slight  dip  from  I963  to  I966,  has  increased  steadily  to  a  1970 
high  of  9.5  billion  pounds.     The  1970  increase  vas  3.2  percent  larger  than  the 
1969  level. 

Pork 

With  the  exception  of  2  years  (196U  and  I969),  world  pork  production  has  ex- 
panded continually  over  the  last  11  years .     The  196^  decline  was  due  to  a  more 
than    2-billion  pound  fall  in  USSR  production.     Reduced  production ' in  Yugoslavia 
and  the  United  States  accounted  for  the  I969  downturn.     Reversing  the  19^9  drop, 
world  production  in  1970  reached  a  record  high  of  52  billion  pounds  due  to 
increases  in  all  the  major  producing  countries  with  the  exception  of  the  USSR 
and  Poland. 

In  the  United  States,  the  world's  largest  producer,  production  was  up  3.7  per- 
cent, and  in  the  EC  production  was  up  5*5  percent.     Other  notable  increases 
were  in  Canada  where  production  was  up  almost  20  percent  and  Japan  where  pro- 
duction was  up  almost  30  percent.     Production  increases  in  each  of  these  coun- 
tries were  a  direct  result  of  greater  numbers  of  hogs  slaughtered. 

The  large  increase  in  Canadian  pork  production  (from  1.1  billion  pounds  in  I969 
to  1.3  billion  in  1970)  occurred  mainly  in  Western  Canada  where  many  farmers, 
faced  with  poor  grain  markets,  switched  to  hog  production. 

Of  the  major  pork  producers,  only  Poland  and  the  USSR  showed  production  de- 
clines in  1970.     Production  in  the  USSR  was  estimated  at  6.2  billion  pounds, 
compared  with  6.3  billion  in  I969.    As  a  result  of  a  lower  swine  population, 
coupled  with  poor  feed  availabilities  and  poor  feeding  ratios  (profitability 
of  feeding),  production  in  Poland  was  down  slightly.

World  production  has  fluctuated  during  the  last  11  years  "between  9  and  10  bil- 
lion pounds  annually  and  for  the  last  h  years  has  averaged  closer  to  10  billion 
pounds . 

World  production  in  1970  reached  a  record  high  of  10.3  billion  pounds — up  3 
percent  from  19^9  and  2.6  percent  above  the  previous  I968  high.     Increases  in 
Australia  and  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  more  than  offset  the  production 
decline  in  Argentina. 

In  Australia  production  of  mutton,  lamb,  and  goat  meat  at  1.7  billion  pounds 
■was  about  0.2  billion  pounds  above  a  year  earlier.     Production  increases  were 
due  to  a  record  number  of  sheep  slaughtered. 

Production  in  South  Africa  at  almost  O.5  billion  pounds  "was  up  nearly  30 
percent  from  I969.     Drought,  the  introduction  of  a  stock  reduction  scheme  by 
the  Government,  and  considerable  declines  in  the  price  of  wool  increased 
slaughter  and  hence  production. 

The  steady  decline  in  Argentine  sheep  numbers,  resulting  from  heavy  kills  in 
past  years  and  further  stimulated  in  1970  by  depressed  vool  prices,  brought 
production  in  that  country  to  a  6-year  low  of  0 . 3  billion  pounds.

This  publication  is  part  of  a  series  of  outputs  utilizing  the  ADP  system.  It 
supersedes  all  annual  issues  since  I96O  on  world  red  meat  production.     The  ADP 
system  is  being  used  to  assure  greater  comparability  of  data  among  the  coun- 
tries enumerated.
